Bur for this Aferrion of mine concern- 
ing the preſent practice of thoſe Meetings of Diſſen- 
zers in England, and the South of Ireland, .in which Pa- 
ftors are fertled, I need no Vouchers at all. 'Tis a 
Matter of Fact as cafily known as our Publick Aﬀem- 
blies are, and what we can produce as many Vouchers 
for as we have ordinary Hearers, there being always 
publick notice given of our Communions. And if the 
Biſhop diſpute this Matter of Fact, he may next di- 
fpure, whether our Senſes may be rrufted in what we 
daily ſee and bear.

© gregations, &c, And what I bave here affirmed is 
the very account ſent me from the Reverend Mr. Adair 
of Antrim, with the approbation of that Meeting : and 
I ſhall here ſubjoin this following Obſervation he makes 
in his own words; © You know allo, That where the 
* Sacrament is Adminiſtred, rwo parts of the Receivers 
*are uſually firangers; by which it is evident, thac 
* once Adminiftring according to the cuſtom uſual a- 
* mong Chriſtians here, where rbey Communicate with | 
* each other in their ſeveral Congregations reſpectively, 
*1s equivalent to the Adminiftring of it three-or four

Now as to this, rhe Biſhop tells ns, * He bas as good 
* opportunity of informing himſelf in theſe marrers, as 
© any Can have, and bas been as diligent in his Enquai- 
"ries, in his Progrefſes through his ſeveral Pariſhes, and 
© on all occaſions as he could ; and he has the followin 
* Account returned him from many bands, and. is fatif- 
* fied there can be no great miſtake in it. | 
* In theſe laſt ſeven years the Lord's Supper has been 
* Celebrated among you, in Derry twice, in Cleander- 
* mct Once, in Ballindret once, at Baſiketyonce, at Bure 
* ewice, at Ardſftra once , at Abadowy once, in all nine 
* times, (Admon. p. 151, 152.) And p. 153. he adds a 
Hgnificant reaſon why he cou'd not eaſily miſtake in 
theſe matters, viz. © Becauſe their Sacramenrs are Ad- 
* miniftred with ſuch a concourſe of Spectators and 
* Hearers,that they can bardly eſcape Obſervation. (Tho 
by the way, why the Biſhop ſhould fo this an Abuſe 
brought in by Popery, I do not anderftand ;' for I take 
it to be a very proper means of exciting in the SpeFu- 
#ors Pious defires of . becoming Communicants: And for 
the Practice of the Primitive Church in —

But now, If after all this diligent Enquiry, the Bi- * 


ſhop's Informers have groſly impos'd on him in almoſt 
every particular of this Account : Nay, if the Account 
where it is true Ggnify nothing to the purpoſe tor which 
is alledged, and appear highly difingenious, then I hope 
he will think himſelf under ſome Obligation ro dittruſt 
thoſe Informers for the future, and will be more caurti- 
ous of aſſerting any thing on their Credit, to the Re- 
proach of his Brethren. | 
And here I would premiſe, That there is an inſtance 
of Ditingenuity in the Biſhop's Method of comparing 
the Practiſe of the Diſſexters with that of the Eſtabliſh- 
ed Church, too obvious and palpable to be over-look'd. 
In his accounts how oft the Sacrament has been Admt- 
niftred in the Eftabliſh'd Church, he goes no farther back 
then the time of his own Advancement to the See of 
Derry, which was ſoon after the Troubſes;, but in his 
Accounts how oft it has been Adminiftred by the Diſ- 
ſenters, he rakes in- ſeven years, tho he knows well e- 
nough that for rwpof the ſeven at leaſt, both the Mi- 
niſters and People were ſcattered, and had no oppor- 
runity for Celebrating that Inſtirution ; and Fer be is fo 


mprudent as to make rhis a great aggravation of their-* 


neglect ; That ſome of thoſe ſevorr years being times of af- 
fliions, required a more frequent Celebration of this com- 
Fortable Sacrament then ordinary ;' '( See his Errata thar 
refers to'p. 27. /.2.) as if he wereignorant, that ſome 
of their Miniſters were fled ro Scotland', others ſhut up 
in the Walls of Derry, and their People fo diſpers', 
thar they could not for any confiderable time afr@ywhe | 
Raiſing that Siege make up any diftindt Congregarivns 
again. And if the Biſhop alledge, that ar leaft the 
Diffenrers in Derry during the Siege ſhould have had ir 
Adminiſtred, I would defire him if he blame them on 
this Account, yet to be ſo imparrial as to-give the Cor 
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fermiſts there a ſhare in his Reproof; forthoſeI have def- 
red to enquire upon the place, cou'd nor learn. that they - 
Adminiſtred ir any more than the other : . So that thole . 
2 years of publick Troubles and Confuſion, oughr in all. 
reaſon ro be ſhur out of his Account. And how unforru- 
nate be bas been in his particular and: exact Account he

For 
in the place he cites I am laying down no Rule at all, 
bur only mentioning an improper ſenſe of Human In- 
ventions, as the Reader would have evidently perceiy'd 
if the Biſhop had nor, by miſ-ciring my words, nizim'd 
'<m, and perverted the plain ſenſe of 'em: For they 
run thus in the Remarks, p.7. *Ir remains only that I 
* ſubjoyn, in order to the clearing, the ſtare of this Con- 
© troverfie, Thar there is a very improper ſenſe, in which 
* this phraſe of Haman Inventions in the Worſhip of

* is capable of being 7 n'd in various Circumftan- 
© tial Modes, if the Law of God expreſly enjouyn us #- 
© ny particular Mode, than to devite another 'of our 
© own, excluſive of that which he has choſen and-de- 
© termin'd, is to bring in a finful Human Invention in- 
* ro his Worſhip. As I inſtance there in Prayers in an 
* unknown Tongue, Communicating withour the Cup, 
© Solirary Communions, &c. - Such Modes then as' God 
has determin'd by the particular Directions of his Word, 
I plainly exclude from the Determination of Human 
Prudence. Nay, ſo far am I from ſuppoſing rhat Hw- 
man Prudence may Arbitrarily appoint any Modes of 
worſhip that Men think fir, that I rank among fſinful 
Inventions, p. 6. © All ſuch Rires and Ceremonies of 
* Mens own deviſing, as are no way warranted by any 
© general Rules of Scripture, and yet made ftared Ap- 
© pendages of any part of Divine Worſhip, and rerms.of 
* Communion in it. All therefore thar I afſerr is, That 
all thoſe Circumſtantial Modes of Worſhip, that are'in 
general neceffary by Divine Precepr ( becauſe God's 
own Commands about his Worthip cannor be execured 
withour the determination of 'em) and yer are not in 
particular derermirrd in Scripture, muſt be determin'd 
by Human Prudence ; and that ro call fuch Circum- 
ftantial Modes, when determined agreeable ro the- ge- 
neral Rules of Scripture, Human Ioentions, is a very im- 
proper ſenſe of the word, and ro tnake 'em ſirful, is a 
Principle fit only for the wildeft Sectaries fince ir would 
condemn a great many prudential orders practifd borh 
by them and ns, and indeed' by all Churches in the 
World. And if the Biſhop pretend ro difprove 'this Af 
ſertion, he muſt produce us particular Precept or Par- 
rern from Scriprire, for his beginning Publick Worſbip 
at nine or ten in the forenoon, tather than twelve, for 
his meeting at the Cathedrel , rather rhe in ano- 
rher place; for his ufing the of Tranflation of the 
Pfaſms, and the new one of . the reſt of the Bi- 
bte; for his ufing at the Sacrament Leaves rather than 
Cakes , and ufing one fort of Wine rather then another,

and employing Peuter or Silyer Veſſels rather than 


Wooden or Golden ones. So that what I afſerr, is nar 


only very innocent , and free from any ſuch dangerous 
conlequences as the Biſhop ſuggeſts, but indeed too ob- 
vious and plain for any Man of ſenſe ro doubr of-it; 
and his Lordſhip could never have begun any new Di- 
ſpute abour ir, if he had not rais'd a milt by miſunder- 
ftanding the ſenſe of as clear Expreſſions as could well 
be usd on this Subject. Since then be has fo plainly 
miſtaken in aſcribing ſuch a Rx/e ro me as I no where 
laid down, but have fo fully diſclaim'd , all the conſe- 
quences he draws from ir,cither ro his own Advantage, 
- or our Prejudice, fall of courſe, and I am no way con- 
cern'd in *em as conſequences drawn from any Opinion 
of mine: For *ris plain, the Rules laid down in the Re- 
marks do nor juſtifie all the Modes of Worſhip practis'd 
in the eſtabliſhr Church, neither that way of ſinging the 
Proſe Pſalms that excludes rhe generality of rhe Peo- 
pe: nor the Cathedral Muſick, nor the confining all 

ublick Prayers to ſtinted Forms, nor reading the A- 
pocripha, nor bowing towards the Eaft or Altar, or art 
the Name of Jeſus, nor Reading one part of the Pray- 
ers where many of the People cannor heat 'em,. nor the 
uſe of the Croſs, or our ſort of Sponſors in Bapriſm , 
nor ſo much as kneeling in the Act of Receiving. Theſe 
and many more particular Modes are not defenſible by 
any Rule T have laid down, tho' I have ſhewn him thar 
our own Practices are.

'* There are two Ordinances of Poſitive Worſhip pre- 
ſcrib'd in the New Teſtament, viz. _ and rhe 
Lord's-Supper : There have been rwo Names invented 
and frequently usd among Chriftian Writers, to fignifie 
the common nature of theſe rwo Inſtitutions}, that of 
Myſteries in the Greek Church, ahd that of Sacraments 
in the Latin, a word probably borrow'd from the Mi-

And if we artentively confider this Matter, we may 
ſoon obſerve , that thoſe two Ordinances of/ Baptiſm 
and the Lord's Supper agree in this, that they are Fede- 
ral Rites, or Sacred Ceremonies inſtituted by God for Pub- 
lick Solemnizing the Covenant between him and w. And 
on the other hand, in-this they differ, that the former 
is the Sacred Rite, whereby that Covenaor is firft pub- 
lickly Exnter'd into; the latrer is that whereby 'ris Re- 
new'd. And accordingly -theſe Poſitive Infticutions un- 
der the Goſpel, ſacceed inthe place of -rwo parallel Or- 
dinances, or faderal [Rites under the O/d Teſtament, viz. * 
Circumciſion and the Feaſts upon Sacrifices. By the for- 
mer the Iſraelites were initiated into that Covenant 
made with Abraham and his Seed : By the latter their
